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Universities  search  for  and  proclaim  Irntli,  as  it  manifests  itself 
in  nainre  and  is  represented  in  the  world  of  values  by  cultural 
'proj^ress.  No  outside  power,  no  authority  can  hinder  Ihem  in  this; 
that  is  why  the  invesligalion  and  the  proclaiming  of  Truth  is  free. 
„Science  and  its  teaching  are  free.- 

The  high  vocation  of  the  Universilies  unites  their  professors, 
the  confessors  of  this  truth  into  one  powerfid  and  invisible  organism 
extending  over  all  the  civilized  world,  so  that  each  of  its  members 
must  share  in  tlie  joys  and  the  sorrows  of  the  other  members  and 
must  feel  hound  to  support  and  assist  ihem  in  their  troid)les. 

It  is  the  consciousness  of  this  solidarity  which  prompts  the 
sulTering  and  persecuted  professors,  rector  and  senate  of  the  Uiuver- 
sity  of  Kolozsvar,  Hungary,  to  turn  to  you,  their  colleagues  and 
(‘omrades  of  the  Universities  of  the  world,  and  especially  of  those 
of  the  Entente  Powers  and  of  the  neutral  states,  with  the 
re(|iiest  that  you  may  come  to  our  aid  and  use  every  means  in 
your  power  to  obtain  that  our  University,  taken  from  us  by  the 
Houmanians  in  deliance  of  every  principle  of  justice  and  without  the 
slightest  cultural  justification,  may  be  given  back  to  us ; and  that  we 
the  foi-cihly  ejected  and  for  the  most  part  banished  professors  may 
be  allowed  to  return  to  our  Alma -Mater  and  to  devote  ourselves 
once  more  to  our  holy  calling  in  the  service  of  trutli. 

We  support  our  recpiest  by  the  following  facts  and  considerations: 
Our  University  can  only  look  back  on  a short  existence  of 
half  a century;  it  is  one  of  the  youngest  Univei'sities,  hut  it  stands 
on  a ground  made  sacred  by  great  cultural  traditions. 

Our  Corpus  Juris  begins  with  the  following  characteristic 
words  of  our  first  king,  Stephen  the  Saint : ,Sicut  enim  ex  diversis 
paitihus  provintiarum  veniunt  hospites,  ita  diversas  linguas  et  con- 
suetudines,  diversaqfie  documenta  et  arma  secum  ilucunt.  que 
omnia  regna  ornant  et  magnificant  aula,  et  perter- 
ritant  exterorum  a rrogan I iam.“  (Cap.  VI.  §.  2.)  „Nam 
uni  us  linguae  uniusque  moris  regnum  imbecille  et 
fragilis  est.“  (§.  3.) 

The  same  spirit  is  breathed  by  the  other  laws  of  our  kings  of 
the  House  of  ArpAd. 
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111  U't'ii  the  Legislature  of  Traiisylvaniit.  silting  in  Torda,  and 
8t  that  time  inde|)endent  of  the  Hahsburg  dynasty,  enacted  religions 
1 herty  as  the  first  of  all  the  legislatures  of  Europe.  Tlic  first 
{ afhechisin  in  the  Hounianian  language  appeared  on  the  stimulation 
<f  the  C.alvinist  Magyars  in  lo77,  as  well  as  a Roumanian  translation 
if  the  I’sahiis.  On  the  ordm*  of  Prince  Gabriel  Bethlcn.  .Jeromonah 
S ilvester  translated  several  books  of  the  New  Testament  into  Rou- 
I lanian.  Prince  George  Rakoczi  established  the  first  Roumanian 
y rinting  office  in  Gyulafehervar  in  IHHH  and  introduced  the  Rou- 
r lanian  lithurgical  language  in  the  Roumanian  church  service  instead 
i f the  Slavic  language  formerly  useil. 


At  the  high  school  in  Gyulafehervar,  famous  in  all  Europe, 
t lere  worked  and  taught,  invited  by  Gabriel  Bethlcn,  the  bel-esprit 
and  archeologist,  Martin  Opitz,  the  professor  Alstadt  of  Helm- 
stadt,  and  his  friend,  the  philosopher.  Bisterfeld.  who  was 
a friend  also  of  Comenius.  John  ('.sere  of  Apacza,  whose 
vork  in  the  field  of  socialymlitics  and  socialpedagogics  is  not  suf- 
f ciently  recognized  to  this  day,  sketched  in  his  inaugural  speech  in 
f olozsvar,  the  plan  of  a high  school,  in  which  he  developed  the 
1 igh  importance  of  the  exact  sciences,  in  especial  of  mathematics. 

It  is  on  such  historical  ground  that  our  University  in  Knlnzs- 


v;ir  was  erected. 


After  scarcely  fifty  years  of  existence'  it  can,  huth  as  regards 
tie  numher  of  the  professors  and  students,  and  as  regards  its 
1:  uildings,  institutes  and  scientific  equipment,  measure  itself  with  the 
lest;  and  this  is  owing  to  the  generosity  of  the  Hungarian  State, 
ever  ready  for  sacrifices  in  the  inferesf  of  culture,  as  well  as  to  that 
if  the  iNlagyar  population  of  Transylvania. 

The  numlier  of  the  professors  — apart  from  readers,  lectures 
and  the  rest  of  the  auxiliary  yii'csonnel  — was  in  1917  — IB:

exemplarily  huill.  The  library  ol'  Ilje  University  shows  a new  type  of 
librai'y  buildings,  in  wliich  the  l)ook-5l(»res,  the  r(‘ading-roi»in.  the 
lociijilies  of  the  persomiel  and  a lecturing  hall  are  united,  and  in 
which  the  new  patent  devices  of  Ihe  l)ookshelves  and  Ihe  i'(‘ading 
and  wiiting  tables  has  often  surprised  even  experienced  foreign 
librariajis.  The  zoological  institute,  the  magnificent  creation  of  professor 
Apathy,  is,  not  only  in  regard  to  its  Museum,  })i4t  also  to  its  l)ioh»gical 
section,  the  pride  of  the  University. 

And  this  University.  f(MU)ded  by  Ihe  Hungarian  State  and 
suppoi-ted  and  enriched  by  Ihe  Magyar  population  of  Transylvania 
through  its  Museum  Society,  this  University  whose?  professors  are 
almost  without  exception  Magyars  and  of  wlu»se  students  83  per  cent 
were  Magyars,  only  9-8  per  cent  being  Koiiinanians;  this  University 
situated  in  a town  with  an  almost  exclusively  Magyar  population 
(84*  per  cent)  was  viohmlly  torn  from  us  by  Ihe  Houmauians  on  ihe 
12-tl)  of  May  1919,  and  turned  into  a Hoiimanian  institute  and  this 
robbiM'v  is  to  be  sanctioned  on  Ihe  1-st  ofFt'bruary  1920,  by  a festival  of 
inaiigiiralion  in  the  presence  of  tlu‘  King  and  Oueen  of  Houmania. 

In  the  name  of  H i g h t o u s Ji  e s s,  (►  f C u 1 1 u im*  and 
Urogri'ss  we  protest  against  this  (»u  tragi*  and  its 
p r o ))o s e d s o I (*  m n s an  c 1 io  n i n g. 

dhis  outrage  is  ein|)hasized  l>y  llu*  preliminaries  which  led  up 
to  it  and  llu*  iiu'lhod  in  wliich  it  was  cairied  out. 

Immedialelv  alter  the  Jioumanian  National  Assejiiblv  of  the 
* « 

]-st  ot  J)ec(‘inber  1918.  which  declared  Ihe  aniu*xation  by  Koumania 
ol  fransylvania  and  ]>arts  of  Mimgary,  llu*  head  of  the  educational 
depart iiu*n I of  Ihe  l{i»uinanian  (ioverning  Uouncil,  Mr.  L.  (hddis, 
announced  the  purposed  H(»umanizati(»n  of  the  University. 

To  gain  a pretext  for  the  closing  and  the  seizuri*  of  Ihe 
University,  (he  youthful  aiul  holbiood(*d  .'ludents  were  provoked 
to  revolt. 

On  Uhrisli»ias  Eve  Ihe  n»yal  K(»umanian  army  eidered  Koiozsvar 
at  the  bidding  of  the  Entente  to  occupy  it  as  an  important  strategic 
point.  On  the  31-st  of  Uecomb(*r  the  n*clor  of  the  University  was 
(*scorlt‘d  to  head(piarters  l)v  soldiers  armed  with  bayonets,  on  Ihe 
plea  that  he  had  not  complied  with  an  alleged  summons  which  he 
had  )iev(*r  received.  On  the  2-nd  of  Jamuiry  1919,  general  (Iherescu 
declared  io  him  that  he  would  immediately  have  Ihe  University  ch»sed 
if  any  jue(*ting  whatsoever  were  to  be  held  iii  its  precincts  and  if 
the  students  should  exhibit  a rebellious  temper. 

Many  atlemi)ts  were  made  l(»  provoke  this  temper,  as  for 
exaiii])le,  when  llie  students  were  prevented  trom  returning  to  their 
houies,  in  s|)ite  of  all  the  etforts  of  the  rector,  who  supplied  them 
with  travelling  (*ertilicates  and  permits  (in  the  Roumanian  language). 
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« ill  coiiruniiity  with  the  wislies  of  the  Koimianiaji  military  and  eivil 

a ithorities.  The  students  thus  prevented  from  leaving  the  town, 
Mceived  by  order  of  the  Koumaniaji  aidhorities  no  postal  remittances 
whatever,  so  that  their  financial  situation  would  have  been  desperate, 
if  they  had  not  been  assisted  l)v  a relief  fund  amounting  to  more 
than  ,S()0.000  crowns  collected  on  the  instigation  of  the  rector.  In 
s )ite  of  the  hardships  they  were  forced  to  endure,  the  students  did 
n tt  rebel:  but  the  rector  was  accused  of  bolshevism  by  general 
frolban  because  he  had  come  to  their  assistance. 

After  this,  other  and  still  more  drastic  measure's  were  employed 
t(  incite  the  students  to  revolt.  .Many  of  tliem  were  arrested  withoid 
a ly  cause  and  whipped  till  the  l)lood  ran.  Even  a professor  of  the 
Lniversity.  who  had  never  taken  part  in  politics  but  had  lived 
e delusively  for  his  science  was  beaten  with  rifle-butts  and  stabbed 
with  a bayonet  because  he  remonstrated  with  a Roumanian  soldier 
f(  r having  maltreated  his  brother,  whereafter  he  was  escorted  to  the 
police  station  and  locked  up  in  a room  with  twenty  others,  eight  of 
whom  were  students.  He  made  complaint  to  an  officer,  who  promised 
hs  immediate  release,  but  soon  after 'V'anished  and  did  not  return, 
while  the  very  same  night  the  prisoners  were  one  by  one  stripped 
a id  whipped  with  thongs..  The  professor  was  saved  from  this  Ireal- 
n ent  only  by  the  bayonet  wound  which  he  had  l eceived  ])reviously 
ii  the  day.  Even  women  and  young  girls  were  arrested  and  grossly 
n altreated  for  no  other  cause  than  that  they  had  worn  .Magyar 
n itional  dress  or  ribbons  in  the  Magyar  colours. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  the  2.000  students  managcfl  to  keeji 
c K)l  and  applit'd  themselves  only  to  theii-  studies  so  as  to  give  no 
ciuse  for  the  closing  of  the  University. 

At  first  the  Roumanian  (ioverniiig  Council  shunned  a directe 
a tack  on  the  University,  knowing  as  it  did  that  the  representative.s 
o the  Entente  Powers,  gnu'rals  Berthelot  and  Pathe,  and  the  highly 
c iltivaled  colonel  Saugnier,  had  given  us  the  most  solemn  assurances 
tl  at  the  autonomy  of  the  University  would  not  be  touched  and  that 
tl  e profes.sors  would  be  allowed  to  continue  their  work  Unmolested. 

But  soon  even  this  consideration  lost  its  restraining  inihience. 
T le  Entente  Powers  were  no  longer  respected  by  the  Boumanians 
w liom  they  had  helped  to  their  victories. 

The  head  of  the  educational  department  of  the  Roumanian 
Gjverniug  Council  appointed  a Roumanian  student  of  our  Univer- 
si:y  as  controller  of  one  of  oilr  hospitals,  with  entire  disregard  of 
ti  e opinion  of  the  medical  faculty,  and  enlarged  the  sphere  of  the 
aisistant  teacher  of  the  Roumanian  language.  The  respective  faculties 
ti  ed  to  defend  themselves  against  these  attacks  by  directing  the 
appointed  functionaries  to  apply  for  their  posts  in  the  regular  way. 
T le  result  of  this  was  that  soon  after  the  prefect  of  the  town 
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('(MMrilunicaUMi  to  Ihe  Ujiiversity  a decree  ol  the  head  ol'  the  e<hica- 
lioiial  deparliiHMil,  urdainine  iluit  the  next  term  was  not  (o  commence 
till  Ihe  20-th  of  .March.  The  Tniversily  privately  informed  tlie  ]H'efecl, 
wlio  was  W(*ll  disposed  towards  ns.  that  jt  had  already  comment'ed 
the  term  on  the  1-st  of  Fehrnary. 

After  these  preliminary  skirmishes  there  (msiied.  on  tlie  7-th  of 
April,  the  real  attack  on  tlie  University.  Ttie  prefect  coiniminicated 
to  the  rector  a decree  of  the  head  of  the  educational  department 
simimoniu.u'  all  tlu^  professors, functionaries  of  Ihe  University  to  take 
the  Roumanian  oath  of  allegiance.  Those  who  (*oni|)lied  with  tiie 
summons  were  to  lie  allowed  to  remain  at  their  posts  i)rovided  that 
Miey  ple<lged  themselves  to  learn  within  3 years  snfticiently  the 
Roumanian  langnage  well  to  be  able  to  lecture  in  it;  those  who 
refused  were  to  he  dismissed  without  a pension;  they  might,  howevei-, 
remain  at  their  posts  till  lht‘  end  of  the  term  (end  of  June). 
Officially  the  decree  was  ht  commnnicahMl  to  the  University  on 
the  following  ilay.  Tin*  rector  pointed  out  that,  while  the  territorial 
(piestion  was  uns(dved,  no  such  <»alli  could  with  Juslict*  be  exacted 
of  anvoii(‘. 


His  words  seem  to  have  cari-ied  some  weight,  for  tin*  decree  was 
not  communicated  to  the  University,  and  the  prefect  left  next  day 
for  Xagyszeben.  'fhc.  assault  was  averted  for  Ihe  mmce. 

Hut  a month  later,  on  Ihe  lO-lh  of  May,  it  was  renewed  in  a 
severer  and  oflicial  form.  A (ku*ree  of  tin*  head  of  Ihe  educational 
depailment  summoned  all  Ihe  professojs  to  lak<‘  Ihe  oath  of  allegiance 
Ihe  Itiunnanian  slate  under  Ihe  conditions  mentioned  above. 
Th<»se  who  i*efiis(Ml  were  lo  l<»se  their  situalioi*  and  all  rights  a|»per- 
laining  ilieivlti.  might  however,  remain  at  tludr  posts  till  the  end 

of  the  sup))lemei*lajy  term  planned  by  tlie  University,  i.  e.  till  the 

tmd  of  August,  their  salaj'ies  being  lix<‘d  and  paid  them  by  ihe 

Roumanian  (lovernment.  'fhe  answer  was  to  be  delivered  l»y  the 

12-th  of  May  10  a.  m. 

'fhe  senat  of  the  University  was  pre|>ared  for  Ihe  attack  ami 
laid  the  proj(‘Cl  of  a reply  before  the  four  faculties,  wilh  the  inti- 
matioii,  that  each  pndessor  was  to  be  (piestioned  as  lo  his  intentions 
concerning  the  taking  of  the  oath,  but  not  influenced  or  ]>ersuad(*d 
in  any  way. 

In  Ihe  projected  reply  tln^  senat  |)rotested  against  Ihe  seizure 
of  the  University  and  against  the  adnnnistration  of  Ihe  (»atli.  refer- 
ring lo  the  fact  (hat  the  University  l>eing  founded,  maintained  and 
dev(dop(*d  by  the  Hungarian  Slate  and  as  smdi  the  property  of  the 
latter,  its  fu'ofessors.  as  the  appiunted  functi(mari(‘s  of  this  Stale 
were  pledg<‘d  to  it  l>y  their  oath  ; referring  further,  lo  Ihe  circum- 
stances; that  the  Peace  Cimfeivnee  had  nof  as  yet  decaded  the 
territorial  ipiestion  of  Transylvania,  and  that  therefore  Ihe  adminis- 
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t’aliun  of  tlic  Hoiimaniaii  oatli  had  no  justification ; Unit  the  represen- 
litivcs  of  the  Entente  Powers,  (<reneral  Bertlielot.  Patlie,  etc.)  had 
guaranteed  the  unmolested  activity  of  the  rniversity;  and  tliat 
: ccording  to  the  artich'S  of  the  H agu  e ('. o n ve  n t i o n the  aidhority 
( f the  legitimate  powei-  having  |)asse<l  into  the  hands  of  the  occupant, 
tie  latter  has  to  respect,  unless  „ahsolutely  prevented,  the 
1 iws  in  forc<‘  in  the  country.-  (('.  o n ve  n t i,o  n 11.  1899,  and 
(.on  veil  lion  111.  i9(J7.  Anne.x:  Hegidations  respecting  the 

Laws  and  Custom.^  of  war  on  land.  Section  111.  .\rticle  43. ( 
so  that  the  occupying  power  must  on  no  account  invite  functionaries 
t)  remain  at  their  posts,  or  com|)el  them  to  take  any  pledge  or  oath, 
(dannel  de  droit  international  a l usage  des  officiers.  — Bonfils; 
Manuel  de  droit  des  gens,  1174).  finally  that,  according  to  article  5(5 
(f  the  .\nne.\e  of  the  Hague  r.onvenlion  ; „The  properly  . . . 

( f institutions  dedicated  to  religion,  charity  and  edii- 
( at  ion,  the  a Its  and  sciences,  even  when  state  p ro- 
le rty,  shall  he  treated  as  private  property.  All  seizure 
cr  destruction  of  institutions  of  this  chatacter  is 
f orhidden.** 

Before  the  University  passed  a decision  respecting  this  reply, 
eich  of  the  professors  was  questioned  separately,  whether  or  not  he 

V as  willing  to  take  the  Konmanian  oath  of  allegiance  ? There  was  not 
cue  who  answered  in  the  affirmative,  so  that  the  reply  was  unani- 
riously  accepted.  It  was  dispatched  with  an  acconqianying  letl(*r 

V ritten  by  the  rector  in  which  he  informed  tin;  prefect  that  the 
professors  intended  to  remain  at  their  posts  till  the  close  of  the 
s jpplcmentary  term,  that  is.  till  the  end  of  August,  provided  that 
t le  autonomy  and  the  freedom  of  the  University  were  respected  and 
t le  present  professoj-ial  staff  was  not  interfeied  with. 

Within  half-an-hour  of  the  dis|)atch  of  this  reply,  the  Univer- 
s ty  \va.<  surrounded  by  Roumanian  troops,  who  guarded  all  the 
coors  of  entrance.  Simultaneously  there  arriveil  the  Roumanian 
cammissions  which  had  been  kept  in  readiness  against  this  contin- 
gency, and  which  look  possession,  in'  the  name  of  the  Governing 
Council  of  Nagyszeben.  of  the  University,  the  several  faculties,  tin* 
c dices,  the  curatorium.  the  library  and  all  the  institutes  and  semi- 
1 aries,  giving  as  reason  for  their  proceeding  that,.the  professors 
and  lecturers  of  the  University  had  refused  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  His  Majesty,  the  King  of 
I.oumania  and  the  Governing  G o u n c i I o f A agy  sz  e b e n.“ 

( )ecree  no.  4.336 — 1919.) 

The  rector  protested  against  the  seizure  on  the  strength  of  the 
r Jasons  stated  in  the  reply,  and  declared  that  he  would  only  yield 
t)  force.  This  was  applied,  whereupon  the  leader  of  the  commission, 
prefect  Poridiu,  announced  that  from  noon  of  that  day  on.  the 
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.ictivity'of  the  University  was  snspendeil  and  the 
p r o f e s s o r s dismissed. 

Thus  were  the  professors  depiived,  within  twenty-four  liours. 
of  all  their  rights  as  well  as  of  their  means  of  snhsistence;  and  tim.' 
were  the  sluilents  robbed  of  the  fruits  of  their  labours.  — the  possi- 
bility of  jiassing  Ihe  examinations  necessary  for  their  future  carriers, 
as  well  as  of  the  supplementary  term  so  needed  by  those  whom 
the  war  had  |)revented  from  completing  their  studies. 

Such  an  end  to  the  life  of  our  University  we  had  nol  bee)i 
j)rep)ared  for ! 

Even  Ihe  Roumanians  might  have  been  expected  to  respect 
a University  which,  under  the  most  trying  circumstances,  and  in 
spite  of  the  strongest  ])rovocation.  had  quietly  and  con.sciencionsly 
continued  the  performance  of  its  duties  ; a University  w'hose  unmo- 
lested .-ictivity  had  been  repeatedly  and  iji  the  most  solemn  manner 
guaranteed  by  the  representatives  of  the  Eideide  and  whose  invioiablilty 
was  assured  hy  internationally  accepted  provisions  and  conventions. 

Even  if,  nnmindeful  of  the  fact  that  they  owe  their  victories 
to  the  Entente  Powers,  and  not  to  their  own  valour,  they  di.=:regard 
the  covenants  and  ethical  considerations  recognized  by  the  latter, 
one  might  sujjpose  that  they  would  keep  their  own  word, 
given  two  days  earlier,  according  to  which  even  those  profes- 
sors who  refused  to  take  the  oath  would  he  allowed  to  continue 
their  activities  till  the  end  of  August. 

Even  this  violation  of  faith  and  right,  how'ever.  could  be  endured 
— if  absolutely  necessary  — in  case  the  seizure  of  the  University 
and  the  dismissal  of  the  professors  had  been  effected,  as  in  Strasshui'g. 
by  a nation  which  stood  on  the  same  grade  of  culture.  But  the 
Roumanians  have  no  justification,  either  from  thr  point  of  view  of 
their  numbers,  or  from  that  of  their  cultural  level,  for  what  they 
hav(‘  done. 

In  Transylvania  their  numerical  majority  is  very  slight  as  com- 
l>ai(‘<t  with  the  numbers  of  the  other  nationalities  (5o  per  cent  a?- 
againsl  43  per  cent  ^lagyars  and  Germans),  while  in  the  rest  of  the 
claimed  territories  extending  as  far  as  the  river  Tisza,  they  are  in  a 
minority  (39  [)er  cent  Roumanians  against  50-8  per  cent  .Magyars 
and  Germans). 

But  a c r u d e.  numerical  m a j o r i t y can  Jiever  give  a people 
the  right  to  exercise  dominion  over  other  peoples.  In  the  sight 
(tf  civilized  states,  as  in  that  of  the  world  of  science, 
only  a cultural  superiority  can  give  this  right.  And  the 
Kouniaiiians  are  culturally  vastly  inferior  to  the  other  nationa- 
lities of  Transylvania.

That  this  inferiority  of  the  Houmanians  is  not  tlie  i result  of 
Magyar  policy  is  proved  l>y  Hie  circumstance  that  Ihe  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  kingdom  of  Roumania  are  by  no  means  more 
favourable  tlian  those  among  Ihe  Transylvanian  Houmanians,  on  the 
contrary,  elementary  education  is  superior  ;mn»ng  the  latter:  in  Ihe 
years  1910 — 1 1 there  were  in  Hcaimania  per  10.000  inhabitants 
7*25  elemenlarv  schools,  while  among,  the  Transvlvanian  Houmanians 
ther(‘  were  7*90. 

Th(‘  picture  preseleiid  h»  us  by  the  above  statistical  data  is 
confirmed  by  Ihe  reality  experienced  during  the  Houmanian  occupation 
of  the  last  twelve  months. 

4'h(‘  Houmanians  came  to  us  as  peace-makers  sent  by  the 
Entente  Powers  : and  thev  behaved  from  the  first  minute  of  their 
entry  as  enemies,  disregarding  the  provisions  of  Ihe  Hague  Conven- 
tion recognized  by  ihe  latter,  Houmaiiizing  the  public  services, 
seizing  the  Hungarian  slate  schools  and  the  Pniversity:  nnlawfully 
demanding  the  oath  of  allegiance  of  all  state  fimctionaries,  without 
awaiting  the  decisions  of  the  Peace  Confeience:  dismissing,  and  soon 
aft(‘i*  banishing,  all  who  refused  to  take  it ; driving  Ihe  Magyar 
inhabitants  of  the  Magyar  towns  not  only  from  these  towns,  but 
beyond  llu‘  borders  of  that  Greater  Houmania  which  they  dream  of; 
substituting  for  the  historical  names  of  these  towns,  and  of  their 
streets  and  squares.  Houmanian  names:  destroying  all  the  Magyar 
sign-boards  and  compelling  the  Magyar  shopkeepers  to  replace  them 
with  Houmanian  ones;  forcing  Ihe  Magyar  population,  and  Ihe  heads 
of  the  Catholic  and  Ih'olestant  churches,  to  celebrate  all  the  Houmanian 
festivals  with  tlie  ringing  of  hells  and  the  beflagging  of  tlie  churches: 
deinolisliing  or  damaging  all  the  statues  and  monuments  which 
connnemorale  incidents  in  Magyar  history : and  maintaining  their 
authority  chiefly  by  flogging  and  whi|>ping.  The  commissions  which 
took  possession  of  the  University  wen*  coiu]>osed  for  the  most  part 
of  middle  scliool  teachers  and  university  students.  A lecturer  became 
rector  of  tlie  University  and  the  deans* were  appointed  from  among 
school  teachers  and  university  assistants.  Tin*  University  itself  was 
profaned  by  a three  months’  holiday  course,  in  which  tlie  teachers 
of  elementary  schools  received  the  (pialification  of  middle  school 
teachers.  lo  the  operations  performed  by  llie  new  clinical  profes- 
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.M)iv,  iiuTcdihle  niinoiii-j^  :iri‘  afloat  coiicfiiiing  them,  so  that  it  is 
I o wonder  if  the  hospitals,  previously  fidl  to  overflowing,  are 
j liKhially  left  without  patumts.  On  the  other  hand  the  undischarged 
cases  and  documents  increase  more  and  more  in  the  offices  of  the 
I )cal  government,  in  the  Juridical  courts,  and  .the  central  departments, 
tar  waid  of  a trained  personnel.  ^ 

On  the  pretext  of  condcating  l)olshevisni,  this  acute  sickness  of 
( nr  limes,  the  Itoumanians  have  devastated  Hungary,  robbed  it  of 
i s live-stock,  of  its  a.giicultural  and  industrial  implements,  its  means  * 

( f transport,  and  its  provisions,  and  wcudd  have  condemned  the 
(onntry  to  a slow  and  lingering  sickness  that  could  not  bid  have 
ended  fatally  if  the  civilized  nations  of  the  West  had  not  come  to 
i s assistance.  *■ 

It  cannot  be  to  the  iideresl  of  the  Enteide  Powers,  in  so  fai- 
ls they  really  desire  a lasting  peace,  to  make  of  tiun.gfary,  which 
fir  a thousand  years  has  been  a bulwark  against  the  devastating  * 

t irees  of  the  Hast,  a new  Balkan  territory,  in  which  the  arms  of 
1 sbellion  will  he  seized,  not  by  the  rude  and  savage  populace,  but 
l y tliose  who  had  been  driven  to  levolt  by  tbeir  moral  and  spiritual 
s itTerings.  Nor  can  it  be  to  the  interest  of  tliese  civilized  Western 
1 alions  that  on  the  uttermost  oiitsl^ts  of  Occidental  civilization,  a ^ 

s ate  should  he  formed  in  which  an  iid'erior  people,  still  partly 
felonging  to  the  oriental  church  and  imhued  with  oriental  ways  of 
t linking,  would  exercise  dominion  over  the  chaiiii»ions  of  AV'estern 
culture,  morals  and  religion,  of  Western  ideals,  in  fact;  nor  that  this 
I eople  should  rob  us  of  our  greatest  treasure,  our  riiiversity.  wbicb

i)  (he  liviiiij  lonirs  oT  tliese  ideals. 

Therefore  we  ajipeal  to  you,  our  comiades.  who  are  at  one  with 
IIS  in  the  idea  which  lies  at  the  basis  of  all  Univi'rsities,  we  apfieal 
to  the  Pronietbean  lire  in  yon  which  dares  all  for  the  sake  of  the  . 

e (‘inal  light;  and  to  that  divine  force  of  love  which  penetrates  and 
s nks  into  the  object  of  study  with  the  intention  of  discovering  the 
essence  and  the  laws  of  existence  and  the  values  which  hallow  and 
c msecrate  it,  and  of  embracing  and  penetrating,  on  the  strength  of 
the  discovered  trjiths,  the  entire  nniverse,  and  the  intellectual  and 
c dtural  life  of  Mankind. 

We  appeal  lo  you  and  trust  that  you  will  find  ways  and  means 
to  come  to  our  assistance,  and  to  protest  with  ns  against  the  robbery 
- so  soon  to  be  sanctioned  — of  our  University,  and  to  give  us 
luck  to  our  belowed  alma  mater  for  which  wi‘  have  lived  hitherto 
aid  wisli  to  live  also  in  the ‘future.
